The Friendship Ambulance Service, owned and operated by the 
Women’s Auxiliary to the Fire Department, responded to forty-seven 
calls in 1980. Thirty-nine calls required transportation. There was one 
auto accident, four home accidents and three miscellaneous accidents. 

In a recent meeting the members of the W.A.F.D. voted to 
discontinue transfers from hospital to the home. We realize that this is 
an inconvenience to some town people but the ambulance is an 
emergency vehicle and we feel that this service keeps the ambulance 
away from town too long. 

A new C.P.R. board was purchased for the ambulance plus other 
supplies throughout the year. 

We have seven licensed ambulance attendants at this time. 

A home Health-Wise Course was sponsored by the W.A.F.D. 
with an attendance of eighteen. 


Monthly practice sessions were held at the Fire Station. Plans are 
being made to hold a First Aid Course and a C.P.R. Course for 1981. 

Several fund raising activities were held in 1980; a Rummage 
Sale, two chicken barbecues and food sales. These were all successful. 
We will continue fund raising activities for the coming year.

In the March 18th, 1980 Meeting, Article 17 in the 
Warrant was ‘‘To see what the Town will vote to do with the Arm- 
strong Memorial Hall’’. It was voted to have the Selectmen see what 
could be done and report back in a Special Town Meeeting. It took 
longer to get results than was anticipated. 

The Selectmen and Library Trustees with Mr. Robert Armstrong, 
Jr. had a architect, Mr. Christopher Glass look the Hall and Library 
over and draw plans. We had bids out for renovation. All bids were 
rejected, either being too high or not in conformity with the Committee 
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opinion. The Selectmen and Library Trustees then decided what 
would be cheaper to do and give sufficient space. First to have a 
concrete foundation under the Hall part, with garage doors in the end 
wall. This would give storage space for road equipment, and so forth. 
Then have the roof taken down; lowering the posts (studs) down to ten 
feet, and rebuilding the roof. Have insulation over the ceiling and in 
the side walls. Renovate the inside to make it suitable for a Library. 
Have the present Library part demolished, and grading the area for 
parking. 


What action will the Town take on the foregoing suggestion, and 
what sum of money will they raise, appropriate or borrow for the 
same.

Article 22. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund the sum of $5,000.00 to buy a 
1972 Ford series 600, short wheel base truck for plowing snow. 


To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $980.00 from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund to support 
the Senior Citizens Association, Inc. 


Article 24. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund the sum of $8,595.00 for the 
Hahn Community Center, to be used for operation of the building. 


Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from the 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund the sum of $1,415.80 to be used 
for operation of the Public Library. 


Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
Federal Revenue Trust Fund the sum of $1,000.00 to update the tax 
maps and to have an appraisal of new buildings. 
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The Registrar of Voters will hold office hours while the polls are 
open to correct any error in or change a name on the voting list; to 
accept the registration of any person who becomes 18 years of age on 
election day; to accept new registrations and new enrollments. But, 
the Registrar of Voters will not accept registration during Town 
Meeting.
